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Types of Bulimulidae (Mollusca, Gastropoda) 
in the Museum national d’Histoire naturelle, Paris

Abstract. In the collection of the Museum national d’llistoire naturelle (Laboratoire 
de Malacologie), Paris, type specimens of 117 taxa of Bulimulidae could be traced ; of these 34 
have been described by Alcide d’Orbigny. In the present paper many types are refigured. Types 
of four species had not been figured before, viz. Drymaeus andai Jousseaume, Dryptus flori Jous- 
seaume, Bulimus peruvianus Bruguiere, and Bulimus sisalensis Morelet. 

Resume. - Dans la collection du Museum national d’Histoire naturelle (Laboratoire de 
Malacologie) les specimens-tvpes de 117 taxa de Bulimulidae ont ete trouves, dont 34 dccrits par 
Alcide d’Ohbigny. Dans le present travail beaucoup de types ont cte figures de nouveau. Jusqu’ici 
les types de quatre especes n’avaient pas ete figures, e’est-a-dire Drymaeus andai Jousseaume, 
Dryptus flori Jousseaume, Bulimus peruvianus Bruguiere et Bulimus sisalensis Morelet. 


I NT HODUCTION 

During short visits to the Museum national d’llistoire naturelle in September 1972 
and November 1973, the collection of Bulimulidae in the Laboratoire de Malacologie was 
studied. Besides a thorough study of the Caribbean species a search was made, with the 
Manual of Conehology (Pilsbry, 1895-1902) as a guide, for type specimens, additional 
to those already indicated in the eolleetion. 

Afterwards several types were received on loan for further studies. 1 wish to express 
a special word of thanks to Dr. 11. Cue valuer and his staff.

It was already known that the material described by Alcide d’Orbigny in the mol- 
luscan part of the ‘ Voyage dans rAmerique meridionalc ’ (d’Orbigny, 1834-1847) is pre¬ 
served in the British Museum (Natural History) (Dance, 1966). A special search was

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made in Paris for tlie material described in the * Synopsis terresLrium et lluviatiliiim mol- 
luscorum ’ (d ! Okuk;nv, 1835). Type specimens of 34 taxa eould lie traced by checking 
on the measurements and localities, as published in the ‘ Voyage... \ Type material of 
several other authors was also found. A total number of 117 species and subspecies is 
now being revised. 

A study of d'Okbignys material revealed thal many of his localities eould often 
be located with great accuracy by referring to the geographical part of the £ Voyage... ’ 
(d’Orbiony, 1846). Tliese localities have been published in a separate paper (Bhevhe, 
1973). 

Under each (sub)species reference is made to the original publication, as well as to 
the earliest figure of the type. In addition the type locality of the revised taxon, the text 
of the label accompanying the original material and the measurements of primary types 
arc given. Up to 20 mm the measurements have an accuracy of 0.1 mm, above 20 mm 
of 0.5 mm, 

4 Coll. .1C ’ indicates that the specimens are preserved in the collection of the Journal 
dc Conchyliologie, which material is also kept at the Laboratoire dc Malaeologie, 

Most primary type specimens arc refigured here, except for some damaged ones and 
specimens which were adequately figured in the Journal de Conchyliologie. 

The species are arranged alphabetically under each genus, Lhe sequence of which is 
according to the system of Zii.cn (1959-1960).
